there any mo- 
bilization of power for a push to 
the political right of wultracon- 
gervatism. 

While this is true of the two 
principals, Adlai Stevenson and 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, it by no 
means applies to the lesser per- 
formers. They are full of sound 
and fury, and an obvious wish 
to move into ahy vacuum, how- 
ever extreme. 

During the period of Abraham 
Lincoln’s birthday celebration, 
for example, the Abraham Lin- 
coln Republican Club of Chicago 
sponsored a number of speakers 
who delivered blistering attacks 
on President Eisenhower, Sec- 
retary Dulles and the adminis- 
tration in general. 

Among the speakers was Re- 
publican Sen. Jenner who, in 
1952, took a ride on the Eisen- 
hower coattails. He _ indirectly 
accused the Eisenhower admin- 
istration of being soft toward 
communism. He called for a Con- 
gress which would restrain the ex- 
ecutive branch.

The rules committee of the Georgia 
Senate yesterday delivered the final blow 
to taxpayers’ dreams that this adminis- 
tration seriously was concerned about 
economy. 

The committee voted 8-1 against pas- 
gage of a resolution by Sen. Millican to 
set up a permanent Senate Economy Com- 
mittee as requested by Lt. Gov. Vandiver. 
The move was opposed by the Griffin 
administration just as it opposed a House 
proposal to set up a joint Senate-House 
economy group. 

This latest action follows a peculiar 
pattern. One by one all major recom- 
mendations of the Legislative Economy 
Committee have been quietly laid away 
by the administration. 

The committee itself, which spent $43,- 
000 in a six months’ study, did .a good 
job. It was applauded by the governor 
publicly and its economy objectives were 
approved by him. 

Perhaps a few of the recommenda- 
tions were not feasible, especially po- 
litically, but the bulk of them could have 
been put into effect. 


Actually the only major economy 
measure passed was a resolution approv- 
ing certain recommendations that could 
be accomplished administratively. There 
is no action to force any’ department to 
follow any of them.. Without a legisla- 
tive watchdog group, our guess is that 
few of them ever will become anything 
more than recommendations. 

The Senate yesterday also approved 
the biggest spending bill in history— 
more than $284,000,000. After a few 
minor changes in the House, it wiil go 
to the governor and the Assembly’s re- 
sponsibility for the Pee a funds will 
have ended. 

Let all Georgians note the pious pro- 
riouncements in favor of economy at the 
time taxes were raised last year now 
revealed in their true light. Let them note 
also who is responsible. Their growing tax 
bills will be mute testimony to one of the 
most hypocritical episodes in state govern- 
ment in recent years.

A bill now awaits the governor’s signa- 
ture which very well could be one of the 
most quietly constructive pieces of legis- 
lation in recent years.

In the 
light however of the probable millions 
which have been lost, a public review of 
these transactions by the State Senate can 
do no harm and might even do a world of 
good.

Atlanta Growth Parallels 
Its Gas Light Company 


One hundred years ago, Feb. 16, 1856, 
a special act of the Georgia General As- 
sembly granted a charter to Atlanta Gas 
Light Company. Today the second oldest 
continuously operated corporation in 
Georgia, the company sstill functions 
under its original charter. 

The original company manufactured its 
own gas. The first lamp was lighted on 
Christmas Day, 1855. 


Today the concern distributes natural 
gas to 50 communities, including Atlanta, 
and serves more than 300,000 customers. 

When the company was chartered, 
Atlanta had a population of 6,000 people. 
The concern literally has grown with the 
community and its services have been 
continuous except for a brief period dur- 
ing the War Between the States when its 
facilities were destroyed. 


The company has been controlled at 
various times by different financial in- 
terests, including holding compa.ies. To- 
day it is wholly independent, its common 
stock held by 6,575 shareholders of 
whom 4,839 are residents of Georgia. 
About three-fourths of the total stock is 
Georgia-owned. 


Needless to say, Atlanta is happy to 
join in the company’s celebration of its 
centennial. Few concerns have played a 
more important role in the city’s and the 
state’s growth while at the same time 
making an earnest effort to keep down 
the cost of gas to consumers. 

The Atlanta Constitution, which is 
almost as old, joins in congratulations and 
best wishes to Atlanta Gas Light Com- 
pany on 100 years of service to Atlanta 
and the state.

Measure Negro Progress 


Anyone with doubts that spring once 
more has come to Georgia can set those 
doubts at rest. The date for this year’s 
Ham and Egg show has been announced. 

The Ham and Egg show is a peculiar- 
ly Georgian sort of institution, though it 
has been adopted by other states as far 
away as Delaware and Arkansas. The 
first such show of its kind in the world 
was held in Fort Valley in 1916. It was 
aimed at weaning the 
farmer away from commissary victuals 
bought on credit to food he raised himself, 

The dirty little eggs and the few 
poorly cured pork products of the first 
show were evidence enough that here 
was a field where missionary work could 
be done. And it has been done. 

This year shows will be held in 25 
counties beginning the last week in 
February and continuing through March. 
The big show, the daddy of them all, 
that in Fort Valley, is scheduled for 
March 8. 

The economic progress of the Negro 
in Georgia in the last few decades can be 
measured in many ways of which these 
shows are one. From the pathetic exhibits 
of 1916 to today’s fine poultry, pork and 
other farm products is a far cry, but so 
is the transition of many of the exhibitors 
from debt-ridden tenants to self-sup- 
porting, independent owners of their own 
farms.

Assembly Is Chipping Away 


At Freedom of Information 


The so-called newspaper libel venue law, passed by the Legis- 


lature and signed by Gov. Griffin, 


is by no means the only bill 


affecting newspapers and freedom of information — which has been 


introduced at this session. 

As a matter of fact, a dozen 
or more bills were introduced and 
some of these may yet be passed 
in the final week of the General 
Assembly’s session. 

The libel bill is the most danger- 
ous for it is the broadest measure 
offered, and it was patently a 
measure designed to harass the 
largest newspapers. It is a spiteful 
law and the spirit in which it was 
drawn, sponsored and passed is 
one of retaliation and vengeance. 

But, some of the other proposals, 
though seemingly inconsequential, 
nevertheless amount to a con- 
tinued chipping away at freedom 
of information. 

Several pending bills relate to 
legal advertising. Most would re- 
duce the number of insertions re- 
quired for advertising certain legal 
actions, 

Legal advertising is required for 
the protection of the public, and 
not for the benefit of newspapers. 
The newspaper merely happens to 
be the most effective means of 
presenting the required informa- 
tion to the public. 

For instance, a certain number 
of advertisements are now re- 
quired before an administrator can 
sell property of an estate. The pur- 
pose of this is to protect widows 
and orphans. 

Other bills have been introduced 
which propose to limit, restrict or 
prohibit certain types of advertis- 
ing. One would prohibit the ad- 
vertising of prices and credit 
terms for eye glasses. 


The question to be asked about a 
proposal to restrict or prohibit the 
advertising of a service or product 
is this: 

If it’s legal to sell It, 
legal to advertise it? 

Introduction of such bills is by 
no means new. 

In recent years, they have come 
up with regularity at each session 
of the Legislature. 

Just a few months ago, too, Zack 
Cravey, in his role as adminis- 
trator of the law covering loan 
companies, placed restrictions on 
the size of their ads and censor- 
ship on content. 

The state revenue commissioner, 
T. V. Williams, also just a few 
months ago imposed censorship on 
the content of ads for wine and 
liquor. 

Restrictive legislation and re- 
strictive administrative action are

The Atlanta Gas Light Com- 
pany was founded a century ago 
this week. The city had gas be- 
fore the company had a charter. 
The street lamps had been lit on 
Christmas Day, 1855. What made 
them burn was a gaseous vapar 
made from coal. 


A Philadelphian named William 
Helme manufactured the stuff at 
the new gas works down on the 
railroad at Thurmond and Fuller 
streets. 

The city had agreed to put up 
50 street lamps and pay the gas 
company $40 a year for lighting 
them. The lamps complete, in- 
cluding fancy posts and burners, 
were made by the Schofield Bros. 
in Macon. They cost $21 apiece. 
The famous survivor is the post 
and flame at Alabama and White- 
hall streets. 

Atlanta started cooking with 
gas in 1881; it started heating 
homes with the stuff just 25 years 
ago, in 1930. Last year the com- 
pany sold 984,884,172 therms of 
the blue flame. I don’t know what 
a therm is, but the total gas bill 
along the mains was 3744 million 
dollars. 

As one who never did like to 
carry ashes, may I be among 
those to wish Atlanta Gas Light 
a happy hundredth birthday?

There is no present evidence of 
law violation. President Howard 
B. Keck, of the Superior Oil Com- 
pany, states that the money did not 
come from “company funds” and 
his attorney, Elmer Patman, in 
delivering it to lobbyist John M. 
Neff who delivered it to Sen Case’s 
campaign headquarters in Sioux 
Falls, avows that this was ‘‘an out- 
right volunteer contribution,” that 
the gift was ‘‘perfecly legal.” 


That may well be. But is it good 
government? Is this a sound way 
to raise campaign funds or to 
allow them to be raised? The fact 
that the Senate is so reluctant to 
investigate shows how fearful the 
politicians are that any disclosing 
of widespread pressure-group con- 
tributions of campaign money will 
hurt their standing. 

What soils the American politi- 


cal system is not the amount of - 


money spent on elections but the 
sources from which most of it 
comes. The three principal sources

It may be a surprise to some, 
but you don't have to be a par- 
ent or a teacher to join the PTA. 

But you do have to be 18 or 
older, and interested in children. 

This 5%year-old organization 
last year had a membership of 
more than nine million. 

But the organization wasn't al- 
ways like this. A lot of the new 
recruits, especially the mothers 
and fathers, will be hearing a 
lot about the PTA as they join 
with their associates to cele- 
brate the founding of the Na- 
tional PTA Congress which took 
place Feb. 17, 1897, in Washing- 
ton, D.C. 

TWO REASONS 

Here in Georgia the PTAs are 
whooping it up for two reasons 
—to celebrate the founding of 
the national group and also to 
honor Marietta-born Alice Mce- 
Lellan Birney, who founded the 
Georgia Congress of PTA in 
1906. In 1897, it was Mrs. Birney 
and Mrs. Phoebe Apperson 
Hearst of California who found- 
ed national congress. 

Yesterday, on the eve of the 
actual anniversary date, Atlan- 
ta’s Mrs. Charles Center, one of 
the PTA generals in its march 
through the years, said: 

“The organization first was 
for mothers only, the idea con- 
ceived by Mrs. Birney. In 1908 
the idea that mothers and teach- 
ers should discuss school pro- 
grams and children together re- 
sulted in the addition of ‘and 
Parent-Teacher Assn.’ .to the 
National Congress of Mothers. 

“Then in 1924 the group was 
opened to fathers, and it became 
the National Congress of Par- 
ents and Teachers.”

Good Appetites — 
And Real Hunger 


Why do obese individuals eat 
too much? The answer to this 
question is the solution to over- 
weight. Some believe that our 
more corpulent brethren eat to 
satisfy an inner need; gorging 
overcomes their emotional prob- 


lems. A German psychiatrist re- 
ferred to this compensating 
mechanism as “lard sorrow.’’ 


On the other hand, do these 
men and women overeat because 
of hunger or an enormous ap- 
petite? Satiety enters the picture 
because fatties may not know 
when they have had enough. 


I doubt if hunger plays a role. 
This disagreeable .sensation is 
caused by involuntary contrac- 
tions of the stomach and the 
pangs disappear after a few 
mouthfuls of food. 

In this respect, hunger differs 
from appetite, which is based 
upon previous experiences in- 
likes and dislikes. Appetite may 
persist long after hunger disap- 
pears. But something happens 
during the meal that informs us 
when we have had enough (sa- 
tirety). 


Most animals obey the signal 
whereas man often eats and 
drinks more than the body de- 
mands. 


Some persons are satisfied 
sooner than others and it is here 
that the thin differ from the fat. 
Many physicians believe this to 
be the crux of the problem. 

Satiety is conditioned to some 
extent by social environment. 
Some persons acquire the over- 
eating habit by frequenting fine 
restaurants or drinking cocktails 
or wines before or during the 
meal. 


Others live in an environment 
where fashion dictates a thin 
figure; they become accustomed 
to light meals and'in time lose 
their sense of hunger. 


Satiety also is related to the 
type of food we select. Meals 
rich in proteins are more satis- 
fying than those high in carbo- 
hydrates and fats. A protein diet 
is lower in calories which adds 
to its popularity in weight re- 
ducing. 

The blood sugar level plays a 
role. There is some evidence that 
appetite wanes when the blood 
sugar increases and that hunger 
occurs when the amount is re- 
duced. 

The chief objection to this 
theory is that diabetics are hun- 
gry even with a high blood sugar 
usually is associated with weak- 
ness rather than hunger. 

Recent studies have shown 
that satiety is related to the need 
of the tissues for sugar. The in- 
dividual does not feel ‘‘full’’ un- 
til his body tissues receive their 
quota of carbohydrates. Despite 
these chemical studies, we con- 
tinue to see thin men and women 
with good appetites and vice 
versa. 

Food consumed by the slender 
is not burned more completely 
or eliminated unabsorbed. It 
sticks to the ribs but is mixed 
with less water. The deposits are 
not heavy because they are more 
concentrated.
